U.N. Fails To Settle 
Berlin Currency Fight 


Lake Success, March 16— (JP) — 
United Nations efforts to settle the 
Berlin currency dispute have end- 
ed in failure, the president of the 
Security Council said tonight. 


The western powers an hour later 
issued formal statements 
blaming 
Russia for the breakdown. At that 
time Russia had no comment. 


The negotiations had bean under - 
j taken late last year by a eommit- 
j tee of so-called neutral experts in 
the hope of ending the Berlin block- 
ade by ironing out currency troubles 
between the four occupying powers. 


Council President Albert Inocente 
Alvarez of Cuba made his statement 
m making public for the first time 
a 150-page report the committee 
completed in Geneva Feb. 11.

Informed quarters said 
neither the United States, Britain 
or France had any intention now 
to raise the issue again. 


A United States statement said 
"the very basis :"or an agreement 
upon the administration of Berlin 
currency and trade under four power 
supervision has been undermined by 
the illegal actions of Soviet au- 
thorities within the city itself." 


American delegation sources said 
the U. S. still felt, as it did in Paris 
last fall when the U. N. was meet- 
ing there, that the currency question 
was not the real issue in Berlin but 
was merely used by Russia to cover 
an aim to force the western powers 
out of the German capital.

The present rent control law ex- 
pires March 31. The bill approved by 
the Senate subcommittee would con- 
tinue them through June 30, 1950. 


Chairman Sparkman CD-Ala> of 
the banking subcommittee said he 
plans to put the revised rent meas- 
ure before the full banking group to- 
morrow. 


The subcommittee's bill also pro- 
vides for: 


1. Giving the housing expediter 
authority to write eviction regula- 
tions which would apply uniformly 
throughout the country. The effect 
of the present law is to let local 
eviction laws govern. 


2. Criminal penalties of up to one 
year in jail and $5,000 fine for wilful 
violation of the rent control law or 
the expediter's regulations. These 
wartime penalties were discontinued 
In 1947 and the House measure does 
not contain these provisions. 
Triple Damages 


3. Authority for the housing ex- 
pediter to sue for treble damages in 
the behalf of tenants in case of rent 
overcharges. Only the tenant can 
take such action now. 


4. Recontrol of permanent, resi- 
dential hotel units and a rollback of 
those rents to the level of Oct. 31. 
1948. The administration had asked 
for a roolback to June 30. 1947. 


5. Recontrol of trailer camps used 
for permanent residence 


6. Decontrol of so-called luxury 
apartments renting for $29: or more 
• 
month. The housing 
expediter 
could lower that figure if there were 
luxury apartments available at less 
rent in a particular area. 


7. Recontrol 
of 
all 
apartments 
which were decontrolled in 1947 on 
the ground that they had been off 
the market as rental units for the 
two previous years. Sparkman said 
the purpose of the 1947 action was to 
bring those places back on the mark- 
et, but that the result has been- 
"quite disappointing."

legislation was not needed because 
"there are enough state laws now on 
the books to enforce all the things 
sought in these bills." 


"Laws of this kind are not a 
state matter," Connors declared. 


"The federal government has all 
the facilities necessary to combat 
communism and it is doing a good 
job." 


Before advancing the bills, the 
Senate voted several changes of a 
minor nature but left virtually in- 
tact the main proposal to outlaw 
communism in the state.

$625,000 Increase 
In Southern State 
U. Budget Okayed 


Springfield, 111., March 16—(JP)— 
The Illinois budgetary commission 
today okayed a $625,000 boost for op- 
erating expenses of Southern Illinois 
University, Carbondale. 


The commission's 
action, at 
a 
closed meeting, brought to $5,476,533 
the amount it recommends for oper- 
ating the school in the two years be- 
ginning July 1. 


It would raise the budget for the 
five state normal schools to $16,475,- 
189. No changes in recommendations 
for the other four schools were made.

Pittsburgh, March 16— (JP)— Hard

The Eastern Pennsylvania opera- 
tors disputed hard coal miners' right 
to stop work in a "mourning period." 
That was one of the reasons cited 
for calling the work stoppage which 
halted hard and soft coal mining 
Monday east of the Mississippi. 


The operators urged UMW Presi- 
dent John L. Lewis to end it at 
once in the public interest. Rumbled 
Lewis in reply: "Gratuitously of- 
fensive and untrue." 


Leaders of the big anthracite in- 
dustry centered in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania fired off telegrams to UMW 
President John L. Lewis in which 
they: 


1—Called the Lewis work stoppage 
order a contract violation; 


2—Urged him to rescind his order 
in the public interest. 


Lewis replied it was untrue his 
mine workers were breaking their 
contract. 
He insisted they were 
abiding by the contract which says 
they shall work as long as they are 


"willing and able." 


The directors., of the anthracite 
operations association at 
Wilkes- 
barre wired Lewis the mine shut- 
down was seriously affecting the 
health and welfare of the entire 
anthracite region. 
They told him 
"homes, hospitals, schools and other 
public institutions are now short of 
fuel." 


Ralph Taggart, Philadelphia, pres- 
ident of the Philadelphia and read- 
ing Coal and Iron Co., and chairman 
of the anthracite operators group, 
released a telegram he sent Lewis 
and the reply received from the 
union leader. 


The Taggart telegram said: "The 
present work stoppage is in clear 
violation of our agreement . . . 
I 
demand that your stop work order 
by immediately rescinded."

The actual ceasefire order came 
an hour before midnight Tuesday 
night, but the terms were still the 
subject of hot debate. 


Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans, linked in a powerful coalition, 
appeared almost certain to drive 
home their 
"compromise" 
settle- 
ment of the war of words that has 
clogged the senate's legislative ma- 
chinery since Feb. 28. 


The southerners have been fight- 
ing to block 
an 
administration- 
backed proposal to change the sen- 
ate's rules so that a simple two- 
thirds majority of those voting— 
sometimes a comparative handful— 
could halt debate at any time. 


Dixie leaders contended any such 
change would destroy their tradi- 
tional defense against passage of 
civil rights legislation. The south- 
erners maintain that it is up to the 
states themselves, not the federal 
government, to enact any such leg- 
islation. 
Two-Thirds Of All Senate 


Under the proposed compromise, 
it would require two-thirds of the 
entire senate—64 of 96 seats to gag 
debate. 


With the Dixie-GOP bloc holding 
the whip hand, leaders of the rival 
faction lashed out in a series 
of 
shouting speeches against the coal- 
ition. 


Majority Leader Lucas 
(D-Ill) 
sought to pin responsibility directly 
upon the GOP leadership for the 
turn of events which he said would 
spell the death of civil-rights legis- 
lation in this session of congress. 


Lucas accused Senator Wherry of 
Nebraska, the Republican floor lead- 
er, of "abject surrender" in the anti- 
filibuster fight. 


The Democratic leader said that 
while the filibuster was in progress, 
Wherry had voiced GOP demands 
for round-the-clock sessions and had 
criticized administration lieutenants 
I for making only "pink tea" efforts 
to break the talkathon. 


"Yet," LuCas shouted, "at the first 
opportunity that comes along, he 
(Wherry) abjectedly surrenders and 
comes in here with something worse, 
from the standpoint of civil rights."
